NPVr and 


Dainty Dlnbe*. 


The fancy cutlet is not a special cut oi 


meat, nor la it In the form of a cutlet 
as the American butcher understands 
that term. It takes the form of a French 
cutlet or an American chop, and is a 
minced preparation of chicken, lobster 
or any dainty fish or meat inclosed in a 
thick sauce, and firm enough when cold 
to mould or form into the shape of a 
chop. It is then treated with a coat of 
eg<r and bread crumbs and fried like a 
croquette in hot fat. The mixture for a 
fancy cutlet must be of about the same 
consistency as that for a croquette, but 
the meat is usually minced finer for 
tliis purpose. There are two ways of 
shaping cutlets. One is with a cutlet 
mould, the other with a cutlet cutter. 
The preparation is pressed into the but- 
tered cutlet mould, whtch is the size 
and shape of a lamb chop, and then 
slipped out until the required number 
of outlets are formed. For several rea- 
sons a cutlet cutter &uch as we illus- 
trate is better for this purpose. The 
mass of minced meat or fish can be 
poured out when it is hot on a greased 
pan to the proper depth, and allowed to 
cool. When it is cold the- mixture i- 
firm and more ens-ily handled, and H 
c*in be readily cut into tlie form of finer 
chops with the cutter. 


To prepare lobster in chops orcutlets, 


begin by frying a small slice of oniota in 
a tablespoonful of butter. Add a table- 
•spoonful of fiour. Pour in a cup of nice, 
white stock. A jellied chicken stock is 
the best. Milk can be used, but it will 
be considerably more trouble to mold 
the croquettes if it is. 
Season the 


sauce prepared in auy case with a 
liberal teabpoonful of salt, a dash of 
cayenne, a saltspoonful of v.hite pep- 
per, half a teaspoonful oJ mustard and 
one teaspoonful of minced parsley. 
Now add two pounds of lobster meat 
minced quite fine, and if convenient a 
dozen minced mushrooms. 
Let tb.8 


lobster cook slowly about ten minutes 
in the sauce. Add finally the yolks of 
four eggs to the lobster nnd stir the 
mixture for two minutes over the fire. 
Pour the lobster preparation out on a 
buttered biscuit pan to cool. When 
it is cold cut it into cutlets with a cut- 
let cutter and dip the cutlets into the 
beaten yolk of tgg and then in fine 
bread crumbs and fry them a delicate 
brown. Before nerving them stick one 
of the small claws of the lobster in 
each catlet to simulate the bone. 
Salmon makes excellent cutlets. 


For chicken cutlets use any good 


recipe for croquette mixture, mincing 
the chicken rather fiuesr and adding 
mushrooms if possible. The flavor of 
the mushroom la especially excellent 
In these dainty minces, and gives them 
a characteristic flavor that redeems 
them from that Insipidity of taste 
•which "cooked over" preparations arc 
»pt to have.—N. Y^ Tribune.
